It Js more likely that, Em- 
peror Sung dettled somewhere 
about the site of Sung Wong Tol, 
and that ‘he did not shelter in a 
cave, but rather his courtiers 
erected a dwelling there. He 
moved around Kowloon for some 
three years after the Mongol, 
Kubla! Khan, had overthrown 
the Sung Dynasty.

Professor Drake also informa 
me that the stone with three 
Chinese characters has been 
meved from its origingl sitc, and 
that considerable wartime 
vandallan hag obliterated dis- 
tinguishing marke on this 
historic site.

These are but a few of the 
nicturesqus names which recall 
Old Hongioong, and ft will swell 
repay the weader to Keb a map, 
printed in both Chinese and 
English, andto do a Iittle 
research cn his own account. 


It might be Interesting at this 
point to show how a few British 
names entered into the designa- 
tion of some of Hongkong’s 
streets and landmarks. 


Take for instance Jervols 
Street and Bonham Strand; these

The nectar feeding mother

are fed nectar by regurgitation, 
the queen larvac receiving a 
specini food called royal jelly.

Eva stands out from history's 
other women of destiny, for she 
used brains while appearing to 
use beauty. In fact, Evan was not 
a beautiful woman. Looked at 
objectively, she was not even 


particularly attractive.

“But what Eva did have was 
an quite astounding ability to 
create the illusfon of great 
beauly. , 


She used cyery means to en- 
hance her pale-skinned, dark~ 
eyed looks. In a country of 
dark-halred women she knew 
the dramatic effect of 5 blonds 
—and so dyed her hair. Her 
spending on clothes, jewels and 
cosmetics was fabulous, 

When she left home nt 16 to 
seek her fortune In Buenos 
Alres, her most treasuretL 
possession was an imitation 
pearl necklace. 

When she died at 33 she left 
£2 milion worth of jewels, 4 
dresses, 600 hats, 200 pairs 
shoes and a fabulous collection 
uf fur coats. ‘ 

Eva proved that for the wo- 
man on the way to the top, the 
most effective weapon ts brains. 
With one vital provision, She 
must never cease being woman- 
ly. She must never be aggres- 
sively brainy, 

Yet there was much about’ 
Eva that was truly womanly. 
For instance it Is impossible to 
be completely accurate about 
her age becouse—with a typical- 
ly feminine — esture—she used 
her power to have all the re- 
cords of her Hfe altered to suit 
her own tdier version. 

Ht ds known that she was one 
of the five illegitimate children 
cf an Arrentinian tabourcr, that 
she was born about 1919, and 
that when she was 16 she tore 
free of the squalor of Los 
Toldys, * 


Even then her sights * were 
trained high. Of the women In 
history’ who had reached, the 
top, she choso as her model ‘the 
Empress Theodora, the sotress- 
courtesan who married a 
Byzantino emperor. I¢ was na- 
tural enough, therefore, that 
Evo began her climb as a small- 
time actress, nighteluy singer 
and model, 

But while Theodora had 
stepped Into a ready-made king- 
dom, Eva bullt her own emplre 
brick by brick. Hers was a sclf- 
mude Cindercila story. A Cin- 
derella who created her own 
Prince. 

That Peron could never have 
set up hls- dictatorship without 
her is an historical fact. He 
had ambition but he Jacked the 
shrewdness to sec how he might 
reach the top and stay . there, 

While Eva lved it was easy 
for Peron to act ike on iron- 
fisted ruler, When she died it 
became embarrassingly obvious 
that she had ruled from behind 
the scenes, 

Eva had In marked measure 
ancther attribute of tHe great. 
Canplete faith in herself, even 
when the object of her ambition 
must have seemed as remote: as 
the mocn, 


Perfect ‘Match 


She was a radio — gossip- 
columnist of no great note when 
she chcse Juan Peron as her 
man of destiny in 1045. At that 
time he was an Under-Secretary 
at the War Ministry, an un- 
distinguished fost in ene of the 
Argeatine’s innumerable i gor- 
erament departments. 


Peron, tall, brozd-choulzered, 
locking as if Hollywood had cayst 
him for the role, was the perfect 
match fer the 25-year-old Eva 
with the velvet voice. 

And with Peron aot her side, 
she began to carve out their 
p2th to the presidency. 

The frst thing Eva did was 
to taloe nn apartment next door 
‘to Peron's In a fashionable block 
im the centre of Buencs ‘Aires. 

Eva was well aware that, ina 
country with 80 per cent

For Eva, using her radio pro- 
gramme, brought out the mob.

Poron was set free, the near- 
martyr of the poor, saved by 
the love of-his woman, And 
in March 1946, he was clected 
President by a Jandslide yote. 
Thus Eva became one of the 
most powerful women in 
history, 

Eva in power was a fascinat- 
Ing woman to watch. She had 
Little of what Is called sex ap- 
peal, But she used her charm 
on tho mob, and. blinded theic 
eyes to their own squalor and 
poverty. She was their “little 
mother.” 

Sho sect up the Social Ald 
Foundation, no charitable or- 
ganisatlon, which at the helght 
of its success was netling £35 
million a year.
